'opposing factions in Ireland were in 
possession of different parts of 
the 


city Monday and fears of an outbreak 
kept citizens in a. state of anxiety. 


Rebellious Irish republican army 
troops, numbering between 300 and 
400, e'htered Limerick Sunday 
and 
commandeered the leading hotels and 
railway station. It was announced 
they had come to enforce the recent 
proclamation of the mid-Limerick bri- 
gade of the I. R.-A. repudiating the 
authority of the free state and pledg- 
ing allegiance vto the republic. 


One hundred and forty troops of 
the free state; under direction of the 
provisional j 'government,'•'•'.were" here 
to take, over 'the military barracks, 
whiclya considerable force of British 
troops and auxiliaries was preparing 
to'evacuate. 


PATROL STREETS 


With the advent of-the rebels, the 


.British commander ordered out his 
four armored cars and sent troops to 
"patrol the streets in event of trouble. 
The free state troops patroled in the 
neighborhood of their billets but made 
no •effort to interfere with the general 
policing of the town.

,The question of reciprocity -with Cana- 


da is being brought forward again, this 
tiuie by Canada herself. Minister of Fi- 


* nance W. S. Fielding is in Washington on 
the mission of instituting reciprocal ta- 
riff arrangements with us and his visit 
is attracting -widespread attention. Reci- 
procity -with the United States was an is- 
sue in the recent dominion election, when 
Mackenzie King was chosen premier, and 
the proposition received an emphatic in- 
dorsement. Mr. King was educated in 
New England and he espoused the propos- 
al with perhaps a better, knowledge of the 
desirability of closer trade relations be- 
tween the two countries than of the or- 
dinary citizen of the dominion. 


President McKinley laid the ground- 


work for reciprocity.

The,"' 
war put a stop to building, and this will - 
be the first year for its renewal on an ex-' 
tensive scale. 
The result Js that there 


is hardly a city or village in the state 
whose facilities ha\e not been completely ' 
outgrown and whose buildings are not 
overcrowded. 
In many of them private 


property, such'as store buildings and hous- 
es, has been rented to take care of the 
overflow. 
Jn other cases -temporary, bar- 


racks have been built. In many of them 
the high school accommodations in par- 
ticular are inadequate. As a consequence, 
relief has become imperative in practically 
every urban school distict of Wisconsin. 


The failure to keep up with schopl re- 


quirements has deprived thousands of 
children of the privileges to which they 
arc entitled. 
It has robbed them of play- 


grounds and gymnasiums, and has forced 
them to pursue their ordinary studies un- 
der a maximum of physical discomfort 
and mental disturbance. 


We have precisely this condition in Ap- 


pleton. We should jiot let another year 
go by without sohing our high school 
problems. 
Jf v,r are going to adopt the 


junior high school system, the sooner we 
do ho the bnilor. No city in the state is 
suffering more from 
inadequate high 


school facilities than js Appleton. The first 
step toward a solution of the high school 
problem and the establishment of junior 
high schools will bo to consolidate the 
sr-liool districts. 
When we come to pro- 


viding now buildings it is 1o be hoped that 
no expense will bo spared in making the 
high school adequate for our needs for 
many years to conic. 


The agitation com-frning the public 


schools of the state during the la.st year 
or two. which showed them to have great- 
ly declined in their efficiency, is having 
a highly beneficial effect. 
Wisconsin has 


been aroused and it is going to give its 
children a square deal. We hope Apple- 
ton will Ircep abreast of the profession and 
will not let financial considerations stand 
in the way.

THE HEALTH VALUE OF FBI:IT 


Some fresh fruit should be tire first course of ev- 


ery breakfast. 
Fruit at breakfast, say grapefruit 


or orange or an apple or some berries, aids in the 
digestion of oatmeal and cream or rolls or toast or 
bread and butter, or any cereal. This is the physi- 
ological fact as observed in studies of the human 
digestion. Acid converts starch and dextrin in na- 
tuial digestion, and to say that the two should not 
be mixed is flapdoodle. 


The acids of fruits are oxidized m the body and 


hence are foods. Fruit acids are changed into car- 
bonates in the blood and thus tend to render the 
blood more alkaline than it is ordinarily. I mention 
these physiological facts for the purpose of coun- 
teracting the popular notion that the acid fruits are 
"bad for rheuinati&m." Not that any acid has any- 
thing to do with the causation of any of the various 
diseases under the name of "rheumatism." 


Motet fruits contain \itamins. Orange juice, apple 


juice, peach juice, apricot juice, berry juice, lemon 
juice, pineapple juice, grape juice or tomato juice 
may be fed in doses of a few teaspoonfuls daily, 
apart from other feedings, to infants from 
three 


months of age upwards to prevent scurvy and to 
favor normal nutrition and growth. 


An apple a day won't starve all the doctors, but 


an apple or other fresh raw fruit after each meal 
will keep the dentists in a properly chastened frame 
of mind, for the acids of fruits are ideal cleansers 
for the teeth and fruits are natural tooth brushes. 
Fruit is often recommended by doctors as a whole- 


some substitute for candy and other sweets for the 
kiddies. I take issue with all who hold that view. 
The youngsters crave, need and should have pure 
candy and wholesome sweets daily -as part of their 
diet; such foods are quite as wholesome for children 
as any fruit can be. But for many adults who have 
a too well developed or too highly cultivated sweet 
tooth, fruit is a fine substitute, for it satisfies the 
craMng or appetite with greater bulk and less nu- 
triment. Persons who have accumulated excess 
weight from eating too much and exercising too lit- 
tle—the only way one does accumulate excess weight 
—may take the cue from this and sink their teeth 
into some fruit about an hour before each meal. 
They., wall find that, with the appetite thus tricked 
by a~ruse, so to speak, they can actually leave the 
table, if nothing more. 
Children under four should not eat raw fruit, but 


only fruit juices or the pulp of stewed or baked

Some fellows that were 
not within 100,000 miles of the Ger- 
man front don't like the American le- 
gion.

•was organized to put through the bo- 
nus bill. Let me tell you that I was 
one of the inventors of the bonus bill 
and I happen to know that it did not 
originate in the American legion.

And -what 
a joy of herald—an excellent cast. 
No one can complain of miscasting 
!n "The Nest." 


"The 
Nest" is, true enough, a 


French play—but is a universal dra- 
ma, its appeal has no national limita- 
tions. It is almost what one .might 
call a mother tragedy, 
though the 


father, too, plays his sacrificial part 
in this home drama, -where the self 
renunciation of two adonng parents 
find their offspring flyins from "The 
Nest" upon the 
wings of youthful 


selfishness. 


True, it is life—the daughter mar- 


ries, the son at nineteen has his first 
amour with his mother's friend, his 
beautiful godmother But even as the 
mother learns of this affair he has 
already left-his godmother for a sec- 
ond mistress. 


The tragic suffering of the parents, 


scouraged by their childrens' selfish- 
ness, goes on. The father dies. The 
mother, left all alone in her grief, is 
neglected by her children. The girl 
forgets to visit her, the boy on his 
furloughs to Paris begs his sister not 
to let his mother know he is in town 
—so he may fly to his loves. 
The last act is ths eve of a dinner 


psj-ty in the daughter's home. 
The 


mother, driven by longings and loneli- 
ness, 
enters, hoping to be, invited. 


But the perfunctory invitation of the 
Caughter only sends her away. 


Lucile Watson gives a beautful per- 


formance of the mother, especially in 
the last act. And what a satisfying 
actress is Christine Norman—Her 
characterization 
of the 
attractive 


godmother is flawless. She is, in addi- 
tion to-being a fine actre&s, so ex- 
ceedingly good to look upon.

LUNCHEON DISH WITH CHEESE 


AND TOAST 


One egg, 
2 cups milk, 
% pound 


American cheese, left-over toast. 


Butter a shallow baking dish. Break 


toast in coarse crumbs and put a lay- 
er In baking dish. Cover thickly with 
grated cheese, sprinkle with salt and 
pepper and a tiny bit of mustard. Con-' 
tinue layer for layer until all the 
cheese is used. 


The layers of toast should be rather 


thin. Beat egg well and add milk. 
Pour slowly over cheese and toast. 
Cover and bake 20 minutes. Remove 
cover and brown top. 


LUNCHKON POTATOES 


Two cups hot riced potatoes, 3 ta- 


blespoons butter, 2-3 cup grated cheese, 
2 egg yolks, 1 teaspoon salt, % tea- 
spoon pepper, fine dried bread crumbs, 
whites of eggs, frying fat 


Add butter to hot potatoes. Beat 


well 'and add cheese, egg yolks, salt 
and pepper. 
Beat well and let cool 


slightly. 
Shape 
in 
balls, 
roll 
in 


crumbs, dip m egg whites slightly 
beaten, roll again in crumbs and fry 
in deep hot fat. 
The fat should be 


hot enough to brown a cube of bread 
from the soft part of a toaf in 40 sec- 
onds; Dram on hea\y brown paper 
ajrf serVe with stewed tomatoes. 


EGGS WITH TOMATO SAUCE 
Three tablespoons butter, 2 slices 


onion, 1 fcprig parsley, 2 tablespoons 
flour, 1% cups canned tomatoes, 4 
eggs. 
Melt butter and in it cook the onion 


and parsley. __ Brown slightly. 
Add 


flour and stir and cook until frothy. 
Then add tomatoes and stir and cook 
"until the boiling point 
is reached. 


Strain. Put two tablespoons of the 
sauce in buttered ramikins or custard 
cups, break an egg in each cup, being 
careful not to break the yolk, sprinkle 
the white lightly with salt and pepper 
and bake in a moderate oven about 10 
minutes, until the white is set. Cover 
with some of the sauce, kept hot for 
purpose, and serve at once. 


EGG TIMBALES 


Six eggs, 1 cup millc, % teaspoon 


salt, % teaspoon pepper. 
Beat eggs until very light. 
Beat 


in milk, salt and pepper. Pour into 
buttered cups and bake half an hour 
in a pan st-t in hot water. 
SCALLOPED ONIONS AND CELERY 


One dozen onions. 1 head celery, 2 


tablespoons butter, 1 tablespoon flour, 
1 cup milk, 
Jy4 teaspon salt, % tea- 


spoon pepper. 


Dice and stew celery. Boil onions 


Dram both celery and onions. 
Put 


a layer of each in a buttered baking 
dish. Make a sauce with the butter, 
flour and milk. Season with salt and 
pepper. Pour the sauce over the cel- 
ery and 
onions, cover 
with coarse 


bread crumbs,* dot with bits of butter 
and bake halt an hour in a moderate 
oven.
